After two years of studying 
and exploring a half dozen sites 
for the Crawford County 
Courthouse, a committee has 
recommended the _ building 
remain in its current location. | 

The committee made up of 
county officials and business 
leaders appointed by former 
County Board Chairwoman 
Lynnette Coriew recently ended 
its two year-task of identifying 
alternative locations for the 
county building. 

“Basically, the end result is 
that the committee has deter- 
mined that the county building 
should stay right where it’s at,” 
said David Stephenson, the cur- 
rent chairman of the county 
board of commissioners. 

The committee was formed 
after:Bill Gannon;.the owner of, 
Gannon Broadcasting, 
expressed interest in acquiring 
the four acres the county build- 
ing and jail are located on to 
develop the land in conjunction 
with the former Bear Archery

A group of about 30 commu- 
nity members came to the con- 
sensus that adding a little green 
to downtown Grayling on 
Michigan Avenue from Spruce 
Street to Norway Street and 
along Norway Street would be 
an inviting change to the com- 
munity. 

Downtown business owners, 
Graying City officials and com- 
munity stakeholders took part in 
a planning session for the down- 
town area last week. 

The session, called “Plan for a 
Community of Today, 
Tomorrow and the Future,” was 
organized by city engineers 
Gosling Czubak, and was held 
in a downtown building owned 
by the Crawford County 
Avalanche. 

Several scenarios were pre- 
sented to the group on possible 
Streetscape improvements for 
the downtown area, including 
beautification plans, initiatives

AuSabie Primary School offi- 
cials are ecstatic about the 
results for the first year of offer- 
ing all day kindergarten to 
youngsters, 

The primary school instituted 
all day kindergarten for the 
2004-05 school year rather than 
having the students in school 
every other day. The 126 kinder- 
gartners were in school five days 
a week, from 8:30 a.m. to 3:18 

p.m., just like other students in 
the building. 

Barbara Mick, the AuSable 
Elementary School principal, 
said the students quickly 
advanced through lessons and 
grasped skills just by the repeti- 
tion and mere time spent in the 
classroom. | 

“The students were learning 
more by being in school more, 
but they were also exposed to a 
lot of different teaching methods 
that were unable to used when it 
is an every-other day session,” 
Mick said. 

By the end of the year, a total 
of 66 percent the of students 
mastered phonetic awareness, 
while 88 percent of the students 

‘were capable of identifying the 
sounds of the letters. A total of 


81 percent of the students mas- 
tered the identification of the let- 
ters. 

“These are the skills that are 
the launching pad for all reading 
skills,’ Mick said. 

The school used a new reading 
series last year, so students 
received more consistent materi- 
als and a variety of materials. 

Students who were identified 
as needing extra help were 
paired with paraprofessionals 
that worked with teachers in the 
classroom. 

Kindergarten teacher Nicole 
Huspen, who taught three years 
of half time kindergarten, said 
students were starting to reap the 
gifts of being in school more 
time and were accomplishing 
advanced tasks half way through 
the school year. 

“By Christmas, some of the 
students were doing things that 
kids weren’t doing until the end 
of the year previously,” Huspen 
said. 


Mick said at least 25 of the .- 


students are reading at advanced 
first grade levels. 

“The first grade teachers are 
really going to have to work to 
challenge these kids with the 
skills they are coming in with,” 
Mick said.

“The goal is to get people out 
of their cars and get them into 
the environment,” said Klaus 
Heinert, an architectural engi- 
neer for Gosling Czubak.

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A NEWSPAPER MIGHT be a man’s

Mom’s pay would be $43,461 for a 
40-hour week ~ plus another $88,009 in 


overtime for an estimated additional 60 
hours. For a mom the 40 hour week 
doesn’t exist. 

Fair enough. Good moms are worth 
every penny of it ..... and more.

The leaders in Kerry support, all from 
the northeast, were Dartmouth 100’per- 
cent for Mr. Kerry, Princeton 99.7 per- 
cent, and Harvard 97 percent.

Motorists reminded to stop 
on red for school buses

Miller, Community Safety 
Services manager for AAA 
Michigan. “ This law applies to 
drivers on both sides of the road, 
unless the highway is divided by 
a barrier?” AAA, in partnership 
with the Michigan Association 
for Pupil Transportation 
(MAPT), has created several 
new television public service 
announcements on the school 
bus stop law being distributed to 
network and cable stations 
throughout Michigan this 
month. 

According to MAPT, on an 
average day in Michigan, 18,000 
buses transport 860,000 students 
to and from school. Michigan 
averages three fatalities per year 
due to school transportation- 
related crashes. 

_ Nationwide, since 1993, 191 
school-age pedestrians have died 
in school transportation- related 
crashes, Nearly two- thirds ( 65 
percent) were killed by school 
buses, 31 percent by other vehi- 
cles involved in the crashes and 
4 percent by vehicles function- 
ing as school buses. 

As part of its annual ’School’s 
Open” campaign, AAA also 
emphasizes that driving careful- 
ly begins with focusing on basic 
traffic safety practices, such as 


the proper use of safety belts, 
child safety seats and booster 
seats. “It’s vitally important 
that all children age 12 and 
under be properly restrained in 
the back seat “. said Miller. 


“Caregivers, often don’t, realize: 
they' need to alter the type of. | 
child.safety seat..as..children — 


grow, which means that booster 
seats are underutilized or used 
incorrectly, Typically, children 
between the ages of four and 
eight or up to 4’9 are candidates 
for booster seats.” AAA urges 
motorists to follow these safety 
tips: 

Always stop for school buses 
that are loading or unloading 
students when red lights are 
flashing( unless you are driving 
in the opposite direction on a 
divided highway). 

Slow down in or near school 
and residential areas. 

Drive with your headlights on- 
even during the day- so children 
and others can see you. 

Look for clues- such as AAA 
school safety patrols, adult 
crossing guards, bicycles and 
‘playgrounds- that indicate chil- 
dren may be in the area, 

Scan ahead between parked 
cars and other objects for chil- 
dren who could dart into the 
road, 

Practice extra caution in bad 
weather. 

When using a booster seat, 
always use both the lap and 
shoulder belts. Make sure the 
lap belt fits low and tight across 
the lap/upper thigh area and the 
shoulder belt fits snugly crossing 
the chest and shoulder to avoiel 
abdominal injuries, -

Increased fines and penalties in effect for quarantine 
violators to protect Michigan from invasive species 


Michigan Department of 
Agriculture Director (MDA) 
Mitch Irwin reminds Labor Day 
travelers that stiffer fines and 
penalties are effective Thursday, 
September 1, 2005 further pro- 
tedting «Michigan’ 8 


effects of invasive, exotic 
species such as the Emerald Ash 
Borer (EAB) and Asian 
Longhorned Beetle. 


“These new laws demonstrate . 


how seriously Michigan views 
stopping the spread of foreign 
insects and diseases and our 
commitment to pursue viola- 
tors,’ said Irwin. “Invasive 
species pose a threat to both 
Michigan’s economy and envi- 
ronment, and these new laws aim 
to minimize that threat.” 

Invasive species such as EAB 
often have no natural predators 
in their new environment allow- 
ing them to wreak havoc on 
native species and causing great 
harm to the eco-system.. Since 
its detection in Michigan in 
2002, EAB has been responsible 
for the death or damage of 
approximately 15 million of the 
state’s ash trees, 

“The economic impact of 
combating these foreign pests 


natural , 
redotirsas" ‘from’ the devastating’ 


and plant diseases can be mas- 
sive,” said Patricia Lockwood, 
EAB policy director for 
Govertior Jennifer M. Granholm. 
“The new plant laws enhance 
our response efforts to these 


invasive and nuisance species in. 


Michigan and holds violators 
accountable for their actions.” 

House Bill 4560 (Public Act 
52 of 2005), House Bill 4562 
(Public Act 53 of 2005), House 
Bill 4613, 

(Public Act 51 of 2005) and 
House Bill 4567 (Public Act 54 
of 2005) establish criminal 
penalties, increase fines, and 
give MDA regulatory staff, as 
designated by the MDA director, 
the authority to write tickets to 
quarantine violators. 

Individuals violating — the 
state’s EAB quarantine (20 
counties in Southeast Michigan 
and 19 outlying infestations), for 
example, would be, subject to 
fines ranging from $1,000 to 
$250,000 and jail time of up to 
five years for moving regulated 
ash materials, including fire- 
wood. The new penalties are a 
progressive series of fines, based 
on the seriousness of the viola- 
tion as well as knowledge and 
intent. MDA will continue edu-

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Vikings open 2005 season 
with a victory vs. Bucks 


IB GHS scores two 
rushing touchdowns, 
returns interception 
and kick-off for TDs

Grayling High School’s varsi- 
ty football team defeated the 
Roscommon Bucks 26-7 at 
Viking Stadium last Friday in the 
squad’s 2005 season opener. 

The game featured a total of 
Ii turnovers ~ five for Grayling 
and six for Roscommon — and 
several big plays, including an 
80-yard kick return for a touch- 
down and an interception return 
fora TD. 

On the first possession of the 
game, Grayling held 
Roscommon to a three-and-out. 
The punt sailed out of bounds at 
inidfield, giving Grayling the 
ball at its own 46-yard line. 

On Ist and 10, quarterback 
Bobby Starks completed a deep 
pass to wide receiver Eli 
VanNuck for a gain of 37 yards. 
A run by Joey Bancroft on the 
next play gained 1t. On 2nd and 
goal from the 5-yard line, 
Bancroft scored Grayling’s first 


‘points of the: year‘on a five- -yard 


touchdown run. The ‘conversion 
attempt failed. GHS led 6-0 with 
8:32 left in the first quarter. 
Roscommon punted after three 
plays following the kick-off, and 
the Vikings took over at their 
own 31-yard line. On first down, 
Starks threw deep to VanNuck 
for a pick-up of 28 yards. A ran 
by Bancroft and another pass to 
VanNuck gained enough for a 
first down. On 3rd and 4, the 


_ drive ended with an interception. 


The Bucks _ started at 
Grayling’s 43 after the turnover. 
Roscommon threw deep and the 
receiver was tackled just short of 
the end zone. A penalty moved 
the Bucks back five yards. On 


.2nd and goal: from the 5-yard 


line, Starks intercepted a 
Roscommon pass at the goal line 
and returned the ball 60 yards. 

On the fourth play of the 
resulting drive — 4th and 6 from 
the Roscommon 35 — the Bucks 
got the ball back with an inter- 
ception. 

The Bucks drove the ball 51 
yards on six plays and finished 
the series with a 29-yard touch- 
down run on a pitch play.
